I  believe  you  can  be— and  I  plan  to 
help  you  help  this  College  to  rise  to  national  prominence- 
through  a  highly  competent  staff  and  high  academic  stan- 
dards in  all  of  our  educational  programs. 

In  the  days  ahead,  we  will  have  opportunities  to  discuss 
the  future  of  the  institution,  the  plans  our  Trustees  have  for 
us,  the  part  you  will  play  in  this  unfolding  drama,  and  the 
color  that  my  presence  will  bring  to  the  College. 

In  the  meanwhile,  I  want  us  all  to  think  positively  about 
our  future  and  to  believe  beyond  any  doubt .  .  . 


That  this  institution  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the 
great  comprehensive  community  colleges  of  America. 
That  our  Board  of  Trustees,  our  faculty  and  staff  are  as 
dedicated,  loyal,  and  conscientious  as  any  group  ever 
brought  together  on  one  campus. 

That  no  institution  is  more  in  the  mainstream  of 
American  thought  today  than  this  kind  of 
institution— with  its  emphasis  on  the  arts  and  sciences, 
the  engineering  technologies,  vocational  training,  and 
service  to  our  adult  community. 

That  our  success  in  the  days  ahead  is  closely  tied  to  the 
collective  quality  of  our  work  and  our  attitudes. 
That  our  destinies,  as  an  institution  and  as  individuals, 
MUST  be  unfolding  as  they  should— for  God  touches 
each  of  us  in  ways  often  hard  to  understand  .  .  .  but 
always  with  a  purpose  and  a  mission.
